Whereas, At the election afore- 
said the total number of electors 
who present eil Ihemsehes ai the 
polls to exercise the franchise 
was one hundred and sixty-two 
(Hi-), the number of electors be- 
ing qualified so to vote being nine

LEGION IS CARRYING FIGHT 

AGAINST POST TO THE WHITE 

HOUSE. 

Special Committee Will Confer Person- 
ally With President Today on 
Deportations. 

Public Lodger Bureau, 
Washington, Oct. 25. 

The dismissal of Louis F. Post, as 
Assistant Secretary of Labor, will be 
formally asked of President AVilson to- 
morrow by the American Legion, when 
a committee of six, appointed by Na- 
tional Commander F. AV. Galhraith, Jr., 
will visit the White House and lay the 
soldier organization's ease against Mr. 
Post before the chief executive. 

The committee, composed of Demo- 
crats from Southern States, including 
Henry D. Lino'sley, of Texas; Ray 
Hoffman, of Oklahoma; Wilbur C. 
Hall, of Virginia; lOmmett O'Neal, of 
Kentucky; .T. At. Johnson, of South 
Carolina, and John J. AVicker, of A r ir- 
ginia, came to Washington today and 
after an exhaustive examination of all 
the papers in the caso decided the mat- 
ter was of such importance as to de- 
mand the attention of President Wilson 
and to that end took the mutter up 
with Secretary Tumulty, and the con- 
ference was arranged. 

Early in Afay, 1020, representatives 
of the Legion in the Pacific Coast 
States, demanded an investigation of 
Air.

OUO.UOO 'qualified women voters of 
America, the majority of whom i.re 
voting for the first time, of the debt of 
gratitude they owe to the pioneers ol- 
die suffrage cause. They will be there 
asking the women voters to give a 
'•Thank Offering" to the Anna How- 
ard Shaw .Memorial Fund, which is be- 
ing raised for the purpose of making a 
lilting memorial to the woman who. 
above all others, was instrumental in 
gaining the passage of ilie Nineteen'Ji 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
1'nited States, granting full suli'tuge to 
all women citizens. 

All of these women sentinels will 
bear banners saying, "(live :is Your 
Heart Dictates — Anna Howard Shaw 
Gave Her Best,'' and till of: them will 
be tinned with collection baskets, plates 
or containers, as well its pledge cards. 
They will not ask anything from men 
voters, but, of course, they will not re- 
ject an offering from a male citizen. 
Their object is to get the women to 
express, with a large or small donation, 
their thanks to the woman who fought 
their battle for them and won for them 
the vote. 

The Anna Howard Shaw Cot ittee 

litis complete organization in 44 of the 
4S St.ates. and probably will have every 
Slate organized by election day. In 
each State an enthusiastic group of 
women, formerly identified with the 
suffrage cause, is working hard to make 
this plan a complete success and to 
cover the entire country with "Thank 
Olfoiing" sentinels. Willi the full 
prestige of the old sulfrage organiza- 
tion hack of them, there is no doubt 
that every part of the nation will wit- 
ness this uuiipie sighi of a woman, 
without the slightest partisan intent, 
standing all day at the polls. 

Fur, these women sentinels, it should 
be explained, aie lo be (here as non- 
partisans. Kv rrv one of Iheni, of course, j 
has her preferences and will vole her- I 
self according to her own judgment. : 
Hut she will not. at any time during 
her stand as a sentinel, urge or advise 
any women to vote either for Harding 
or Cox. or for any local candidate. 
Her sole purpose will be to impress 
upon every woman who approaches the 
polls the idea of the wonderful priv- 
ilege she is exercising and to arouse 
within her a spirit of thanksgiving. 

Philadelphia was the fits! place 
where the sentinels were organized. 
The entire sull'rage organization of sev- 
eral thousand women will be used in 
that city to stand nl the 1,-I<mi polling 
places there. Director of Public Safety 
Coitolyou has already given them a 
special permit. 

In Pittsburgh, the home of Mrs. 
John O. Miller, general chaiiman of the 
Anna Howard Shaw Memorial Commit- 
tee, a similar permit lnrs been granted. 
All over Pennsylvania, smaller cities 
and towns have organized the women 
for sent inel duly. 

In New Vork, -Miss Mary Hay is or- 
ganizing the sull'rage sentinels and ex- 
pects lo get a peiniit. Boston also is 
well organized and it is expected that 
.Mrs. AT i'il i 11 McCormick will airnngo a 
similar ceremony in Chicago. Prospects 
for ii large turnout at the polls in Buf- 
falo, X. V., are also bright. 

Other cities throughout the country 
are working on the plan and expect to 
report within a week or two. All of 
them are keeping in touch with the ; 
National Headquarters of the Fund, No. 
HiOti Finance Building, Philadelphia, Pa. 
It is expected that many thousands 
of dollars will be raised by the elec- 
tion day sentinels. Every cent of it 
■will go into the Anna Howard Shaw 
.Memorial Fund. This fund was author- 
ized :il the hist session of the National 
Woman Suffrage Association in Chi- 
cago hist winter. At that time, the 
Suffrage Association, having achieved 
its original object, changed its name to 
the National League of Women Voters. 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw has been its 
President for years. It was under her 
guidance that many Suites adopted 
woman sull'rage, and it was the cam- 
paign led by her which resulted in the 
submission of the Suffrage Amendment 
to the States. 

Piactically on the eve of victory, this 
remarkable woman died. Kale had de- 
creed that she should not live to wit- 
ness the culmination of her work. But 
the women who had followed her into 
so many battles did not forget her oi 
her valiant services. They decided to 
erect a suitable memorial in her honor 
and authorized the raising of a .'(i.'iOO.OOO 
fund for this purpose. 

Considering the late Dr. Shaw's ex- 
tremely practical and hunuruitariun out- 
look upon life, it would be inappropri- 
ate to raise a memorial in hor honor 
which was not useful, and especially 



useful to the cause she spent her lite 
in advocating. Therefore, the commit- 
tee decided not to erect a monument, 
but. to make the Memorial Fund serve 
some purpose allied to the main aims 
of Dr. Shaw's life — the social, political, 
economic and professional advance- 
ment of women. 

So it was decided to divide this 
.+■5110,000 equally between Bryn Mawr 
College for Girls, to endow a Founda- 
tion in Politics for women, and I lie 
Woman's Medical College of Pennsyl- 
vania, to endow a Foundation iu Pre- 
ventive Medicine.

PENNSYLVANIA'S FORESTS. 



Governor Sproul recently pledged his 
administration to the restoration of 
Pennsylvania's forests. Jn his speech 
at the Ole Dull celebration, in Potter 
Count} - , the Governor said: 

''Pennsylvania produces. One great 
brunch of Pennsylvania's production 
has not only been neglected, but vir- 
tually destroyed. Time was when Penn- 
sylvania was the lirst lumber-producing 
State in the Union. Today she has 
fallen back so far that about half the 
States have passed her. 

"If we compare what we need and 
what we consume in lumber with what 
our forests actually grow, we may 
recognize the unhappy truth that Penn- 
sylvania is a deforested State. That 
we have allowed her to become so is 
one of the greatest blots upon our in- 
dustrial sagacity and our statesman- 
ship. 

"Because Pennsylvania is deforested 
our people are daily paying increasing 
prices, not only for rill products of the 
forest, but for all products of every 
kind, for there are few articles of hu- 
man necessity, use, or enjoyment that 
can be produced, transported, or de- 
livered without the forest. 

"We are beginning to realize what 
will happen when the actual famine in 
lumber and forest products arrives, 
the foretaste of which is already with 
us. Ten years ago Pennsylvania was

producing as much timber and lumber 
products as she consumed. Twenty years 
ago we were a lumber exporting State. 
Today we are importing three times as 
much in forest products as is being 
cut from our depleted store, and almost 
ten times as much as our forests are 
growing. 

"Out. of Bi.UOO.lHlO acres of forest 
lands in Pennsylvania there are 0,000,- 
000 that are tit for nothing except to 
grow trees. Of this ti, 000,000 acres 
good only for trees, 1,000,000 is owned 
and protected by the State. The other 
5,000,000 has been aptly called the 
"Pennsylvania Desert." It is produc- 
ing nothing, and that is the best defini- 
tion of a desert. If this Pennsylvania 
Desert were protected from fire it 
would produce substantially all of the 
wood needed by the people of our State. 
Fire makes and keeps it a desert. One 
great problem is to stop fire. 

"Forest fires do not stop with the 
destruction of the forest. They destroy 
the industries which depend upon the 
forest and the opportunity for employ- 
ment afforded by them. I am deeply 
interested in restoring the forests of 
Pennsylvania and the industries that 
go with them, and sincere in my in- 
tention to leave nothing undone that 
is practical and possible to bring back 
to our forests the enormous power of 
production which was once ono of the 
blessings of the State, and can be so 
again. 

"Why not restore Bonn's Woods? 
Why not let these mountains contribute 
once more as they have done in the 
past to the wealth, prosperity and

beauty of Pennsylvania? 

"The lirst step is to put an end to 
the unmitigated curse of forest tire. 
The second is to take into the hands 
and under the protection of the Com- 
monwealth, as soon as we can, the 
."5,000,000 acres of the Pennsylvania 
Desert. 

"These things take money. 1 have 
strong hope that tile next Legislature 
will appropriate generously to stop the 
curse of forest fire, and as much as the 
revenues of the State and the just de- 
mands of other departments of our 
work will permit, for the purchase of 
more State forests. These are two of 
the fundamental policies of this ad- 
ministration. 

"The purchase of additional State 
Forests will be an investment, not an 
expense — an investment both sound and 
profitable. It will not only pay in the 
ordinary sense in returns upon the cap- 
ital invested, but it will be a powerful 
means of securing to our people the 
supplies of timber — without which, un- 
der our form of civilization, there can 
be no assured prosperity. Nor can we 
overlook their value for conserving the 
health of our people, regulating the 
Mow of our streams, and for outdoor 
recreation. 

' ' Never forget that if we fail to pro- 
vide for our own needs in forest pro- 
ducts uo one else will do it for us. The 
very solemn fact is that if we fail to 
do so, neither in the other States of 
the Union nor elsewhere in the whole 
world, shall we be able to secure what 
we need. The supplies of timber still 
available in the South will be exhaust- 



ed in ten or fifteen years. What re- 
mains will lie in the Far West and 
Alaska, and the ifliOjOOO.OOO we are al- 
ready paying annually for freight on 
torest products will seem small com- 
pared to what we shall pay for them, 
so long as the supply lasts. Within a 
generation that supply will be scarce 
to the point of famine. 

"As with Pennsylvania among the 
States, so with the United States 
among the nations. No other part of the 
world has or can supply us will the 
kinds of timber we need if we fail to 
produce it ourselves. Pennsylvania 
cannot trust to the Nation; the Nation 
cannot, trust to the world. We must 
grow what we need or go without. 

"It is high time we took the forest 
(piostion seriously. We cannot get along 
without wood, yet we seem to have 
neglected nothing that would destroy 
our trees and deprive us of it. Our 
children will see the time when what 
we have grown at home will be the 
whole supply. 

"Substitutes may prevent the de- 
mand for wood from increasing as fast 
as would otherwise be the case, but in 
spite of them the growth of construc- 
tion, industry, and population is so 
rapid that the world needs and uses 
i! (ire timber decade after decade. Over 
the earth the need for forest products 
rises as the forests are destroyed. Penn- 
sylvania 's .forests hold the key to her 
future not less than her farms, her 
factories, and her mines. To restore 
Penn's Woods is a clear-cut duty, from 
which we cannot afford to turn our 
eyes or withhold our hands."
